SUFFRAGD BILL WITHOUT 
A DISSENTING VOTE

| Winnipeg, Jan.. 14.—Premier Nor- 
ris in the legislature moved the s2c- 
ond reatling of the bill enfranchis ng 
the women of Manitoba, and the 
motion was unanimously adopted 
with great enthusiasm. 
| Similar unanimity marked the s82c- 
ond reading of the.Manitoba tamper- 
ance Act, which will be submitted 
to the electors for their endorsa- 
tion of rejection in March. i 

In moving the second reading of 
the woman suffrage bill, Mr. Norris 
pointed out that ‘besides giving votes 
to the women it recognized their 
‘right to sit in the legislature. it 
‘was, therefore, more adyanecd than 
the Australian act. By passing it, 
‘the legislature would be accomplish- 
‘ing an epoch-making works. He ap- 
‘pealed to the women’ to take an in- 
jterest in public questions.

PIONEER MAIL DAYS IN WEST 


“The ‘Flag’ stood at mast head; 

Her Majesty’s mail has arrived, 

And the outst: world is heard from’ 
A.D. 1878 


In the pioneer days of the North 
West. Territories what was known as 
the ‘Saskatchewan Mail was dispat- 
ched from Winnipeg; once every three 
weeks, to all points. west, outside 
the boundary of Manitoba, via Port 


Pelly, Humboldt, Duck Lake, Carl- 
_ton, Battleford and then direct to 
'Kdmonton. 


| The carrying of the mail was let 
by contract, the service to te once 
‘in three weeks, and the trip from 
Winniper to Edmonton was suppos:d 
to be accomplished in twenty-three 
days. The mail was carried in dem- 
ocrat wagons 
sleighs in ;winter,,drawn by from two 
to four horBes, according to the 
state of the roads. Log huts and 
stables were built ‘at Fort Ellice, 
Touchwood Hills, Humboldt and the 
other points along the route. These 
_Were known as mail stations, and 
usually a’ man Tan's” sort of "‘stop- 
ping house’ for what"he could. make 
‘out of it in’ addition ‘to his pay for 
taking care of the, relay of horses 
always kept at these stations. 

| Passengers and express. wero Car- 
{ried by the. mail,.the fare being $40 
‘for a passenger and ‘grub yourself’ 
| Some carried their own supplies and 
others paid the regular rate of 50c
